Praised for his deep bass resonating with stentorian 
authority and his magnetic stage presence, French- 
Canadian bass Alain Coulombe has been enjoying 
an international singing career spanning over 25 
years. One of the most commanding and exciting 
singers of his generation, he has collaborated with 
outstanding conductors such as Seiji Ozawa, Kent 
Nagano, Rafael Fruhbeck de Burgos, Richard 
Bradshaw, Yannick Nezet-Seguin, Helmut Rilling, 
Alain Altinoglu, Ingo Metzmacher and Richard 
Bonynge. 

Recent career highlights include prestigious debuts 
as II Commendatore in DON GIOVANNI at the 
Salzburg Festival, Archangel Uriel in Battistelli’s 
C02 at La Scala and Clark Gable in de Raaff s WAITING FOR MISS MONROE at De Nationale Opera in 
Amsterdam. He was also Der Doktor in WOZZECK at La Scala, Geronte di Ravoir in MANON LESCAUT at 
De Nationale Opera, Bishop Tache in LOUIS RIEL at the Canadian Opera Company, Arkel in PELLEAS ET 
MELISANDE with Against the Grain Theatre, Timur in TURANDOT with Vancouver Opera, as well as Frere 
Laurent in ROMEO ET JULIETTE and II Commendatore in DON GIOVANNI at T Opera de Montreal. 

On DVD, he is Phinee in EuroArts’ production of Lully’s PERSEE and Masetto in DON GIOVANNI 
UNMASKED by Rhombus Media. On disc, he is Clark Gable in de Raaff s WAITING FOR MISS MONROE 
for Challenge Classics, Sam Jarvis Senior in Harry Somers’ SERINETTE, and the bass soloist in Somers’ THE 
DEATH OF ENKIDU and CHURA CHURUM for Centrediscs Records.
